• The identity of the em- 
ployers of these persons before 
they were hired by White 
House offices or Presidential 
reelection committee. ' 

® The grade, position, func- 


tion and responsibility of each 
of these people employed by 
the agency. 

STAGGERS ALSO asked for 
details of how each agency 
hires lawyers. E^e also sought 
the identity of the person who 
actually decides whether a 
particular applicant will be 
hired as an agency attorney. 

The letters were sent before 
The Washington Post reported 
yesterday that former White 
House aide Charles W. Colson 
and two partners made plans 
to place a lawyer in a key 
position at the Security and 
Exchange Commission to help 
their firm represent clients. , 

Congressional probers are 
expected to look into this pub- 


lished report. “It’s one thing 
after another,” said a source 
close to Staggers. “Messing 
around with the SEC ... is 
causing no end of concern.” 

THE PANEL IS investigat- 
ing secretly various matters 
involving SEC, including the 
commission’s actions in Inter- 
national Telephone & Tele- 
graph and Robert L. Vesco 
cases.
